And, even though 


fraud orders after fraud order has 
been issued, stopping the mail des- 
tined to the authors of these circu- 
lars, business still is good, according 
to the best information obtainable 


Ever since May 26, 1922, the post- 


office deparmena has been closing 
the gates to a swarm of foreigners 
•who have tried to market liquor 
"concentrates" which, "when mixed 
according to an a'cconrpanyii^g for- 
mula g-uarantees a full bodied pro- 
duction -which will be a source of 
constant pleasure and comfort to 
you." 


Sounds good, -what? 
The only 


trouble is that the stuff does not live 
up to promises. 


But as fast as one man or company 


is put out of business, another bobs 
up. 
The great majority have their 


prosecutors in Munich although a 
few 
are located 
in Holland 
and 
France,, Their methods "are all alike. 
To send thru the mails to persons in 
e-wjry city in the country thousands 
of circulars, offering "a dry substance 
•wjthout a trace of alcohol," from 
which "by means of my formulas, 
-which are so simple that a boy of 14 
years can handle them—you can re- 
generate the original beverage guar- 
anteed with all its primary charac- 
teristics 


The 
companies 
invariably 
have 


done a land office business before 
the postoffice officials have been able 
to hold up their mail under fi^ud 
order proceedings. 


The first order of this sort was is- 


sued 
against 
the 
Continental 
of 


Munich on May 26, 1922, and others 
have folio-wed against its successors, 
the latest being the Ocean Export 
Co.. ilunich-Schwabing 23. Germany. 
Altho the original fraud order against- 
this latter company -was issued last 
February, its circulars still are being 
distributed, a large quantity having 
b&en received in New York only this 
•week 


Reports to the state department 
are that 100,000 circulars are mailed 
to the tT. S. every two -weeks.' These 
come in plain envelopes, and cannot 
be stopped. It is -only the outgoing 
mail, containing orders, that can be 
held ui> and returned to the senders. 
In the rush of Christmas mailing it is 
Manifestly impossible for clerks to 
recall all concerns under- the ban, and 
it is believed that many orders, re- 
cently have gone thru. 


In the proceedings against 
th« 


Ocean Export Co.. L F. Kebler, chief 
of the drug division, characterized 
the product sent here as worthless. 


He set forth that "it Is impossible to 
regenerate wines and liquors.

concentrates, obtainable from wines, 
cental 
ncoloring

cream of tartar and certain mineral 
substances. The romatlc bodies that 
gives character to the wines does not 
constitute a part of these residues 
an/1 furthermore, cannot be repro- 
duced therefrom by anyform of man- 
ipulation kno\\n to science.

Dear Sir— 
In response to the query of S. G. W. 


in your issue of the ISth, and to your 
suggestion to me , I would say: 


Col. William Byrd II (or his party) 


on Oct. 10th, 1728, as Royal Commis- 
sioner, while running- the dividing line 
between North Carolina and Virginia, 
and at a point where said line first 
crossed the south branch of Hoanoke 
Hiver, named said south fork THE 
DAN. 
tSee "History of the Dividing 


Line"—one of the so-called Westov«v 
Manuscripts, now printed as THE 
WRITINGS OF 
"COLONEL, WIL- 


LIAM BYRD OF WESTOVER IN 
VIRGINIA, ESQUIRE"). 


He does not say why he gave -our 
river this name, and therefore no one 
can speak with absolute certainty as 
to his reason. 
He probably thought 
his use of ttte name was self-explana- 
tory. He gives his reasons for nam- 
ing other creeks and rivers, such as 
the Irvin and the Mayo. The conclu- 
sion, however that the name came 
from, the Dan of the Scriptures is al- 
most irresistible. 
That Dan was the 


northernmost Jboundary point of Ca- 
naan, at the source of a branch of 
the^Jordan; and the well-known Bib- 
lical phrase -'fr6m Dan to Beersheba" 
was the equivalent of our formula 
"from Maine to Florida." 
This point 


was envisaged-bjr ^Byrd , not as , the 
name tor a'soutKern limit of Virginia, 
but asra. name |ty the northern limit 
of i&wlh Ow-ofiim. Tb« objectr --of 
running the dividing, line -was to set 
bounds to the'settlers in North Caro- 
lina, which was hot a royal colony, 
but under the lords-proprietors. The 
royal revenues in Virginia were being 
cut down by claims of tax-dodgers, 
who in the prevailing uncertainty of 
the line, had been claiming that their 
holding were in North Carolina and 
not in Virginia. To end this situation 
and to give the king his own, the 
commission Beaded by Byrd ran the 
line from Curntuck Inlet to a point 
in "which is now Patrick County. The 
territory reached by the party on Oct. 
10th, 1728, was considered by them as 
"beyond Chustendom," and here in 
these -wilds (where the North Caro- 
lia commissioners soon abandoned 
further line-running as useless), when 
Byrd's newly fixed and imaginary line

to the whole stream.

If the past means anything, the 
association is not likely to do any- 
thing that will displease St. Andrews 
—in other words, 
England. Right 


here Is a point that may be brought 
up^rather poignantly, even if unof- 
ficially. And parenthetically, it might 
be stated that it is number of mat- 
ters that may come up from the floor 
and not as a part of the agenda of 
the meeting that may prove specta- 
cular 


As to the English there is a grow- 


ing feeling that the relation of the 
U. S. GK A to St. Andrews is sort of 
a "yes" proposition 
We are told 
what to do and how to do it and 
forthwith we comply. 


We have occasionally ventured sug-- 
gestions but nothing important has 


every been accepted by our overseas 
cousins. On the other hand, England 
has barred thle Schenectaidy putter, 
the rib-faced and punched irons, and 
has refused to 
make the amateur 


champion rounds over thirty-six holes 
except in the final. 


In fact, any helpful, or interesting 


innovation developed in this country 
has been ruthlessly squashed on the 
other side. Now American sentiment 
has been piling up against any such 
condition and it will be interesting to 
see how clearly the golf association 
recognizes this. 


It isn't as the golf was "not played 


generally thruout the "United States 
In its gensia it is a Scotch game to 
be sure and for years and years it 
was plaj ed in Britain before anyone 
in this country knew whether golf 
was a corn cure or a breakfast food. 
But times have changed and the im- 
mense scale upon which the sport is 
now conducted here certainly grvtes 
us the right to suggest, if not firm- 
ly to demand, an international code 


Another tnmg that may come up 


at the annual meeting is a demand 
from the professional 
goiters that 


they receive at least a fair per cent- 
age of the gate money at the open 
tourney 
Why, they may be expect- 


ed to ask, should they play for their 
own money, so far as prizes are con- 
cerned7 It should seem that public 
opinion Is back of them In this stand. 
The proceeds from the amateur are 
beginning to amount to sizeable sums 
and it will be the contention of the 
pros that sufficient revenues for all 
practical purposes can be obtained 
from this source. 


As to the lengthening out of the 


game which marked play in the last 
season, the TJ S G A. wll probably 
have to consider that this was due 


to new wrinkles in pellets or wheth- 
er, as many claim, the extra_ yard- 
age of wood and iron shots waa due 
to an unprecedented hardness of the 
sunbaked turf here and abroad in the 
1923 season.

tion-delivered at the secret constet- 
ory today Pope Pius pointed out that 
peace conditions In Europe had not 
changed for the better since his last 
conolBtory. He recalled 
the 
recent 


visit of King Alfonso and ueen Vic- 
toria of Spain and announced that 
the Irish question was approaching a 
settlement. 


Today's Junction 
was hold in the 


- consistorial hall of the Vatican amid 
all the dignity 
and splendor 
that 


characterize one of the most solemn 
functions of the church. The page- 
antry 'began an hour before the stat- 
ed time when throngs of artisans and 


, workmen lined 
the two -old papa! 


roads, the Borgo Vecchio and Borgo 
Nyovo, leading to 
the Vatican, 
to 


watch the cardinals resident In Rome 
drive to the apstolic palace for their 
part in the creation of princes of the 
church. It ended sometime later in 


' the ancienf hall when the pontiff, 


having placed upon the fingers of the 
new cardinals the rings of their high 
o'fftce, retired in state to, his private 


/ apartments^ leaving the prelates to 


the congratulations of • their collea- 
gues. 
When the members of the Sacred 


College arrived at the Vatican they 
found Swiss guard, in full dress uni- 
forms and equipped with breast plate? 
and helmets, drawn up in the court 
of St. Damasus 
to receive 
them. 
From the court the cardinals ascend- 
ed directly to the conaistorial hall, 
there to await the arrival 
of the 


pope. 
Soon the white robed singers of the 
sistlne choir appeared, marching to 
the throne which had been erected 
at one end of the hall.

• The pope began his allocution by 
recalling "the atrocious and sacrlli- 
f?l6us crime," the murder of Cardin- 
al] Jean Soldevila Y, Romero arch- 
bishop of Saragossa, on June 4 last, 
an. event \vhlch. he'said, caused him 
and all good people profound grief 
and sadness. 


Condition abroad, especially on far 


as peace is concerned, the pontiff as- 
serted, 
"unfortunately

changed for the better." 


He recalled that the letter he ad- 


dressed to Cardinal Gaaparri, papal 
secretary of State, relative to reliev- 
ing the calamities of central Europe, 
Teas having happy results, but he 
said much still remained to be done 
because of the continued bitterness 
and antagonism; needs of all kind? 
were Increasing especiallr with the 
approach of winter. 


Cardinal Gasparri has appealed for 


help to the Nuncios iff 
asscredited 


countries having an abundance of 
wheat and the Pope said he trusted 
this appeal might bear results to re- 
lieve the suffering. 


The pontiff expressed gratification 
over the abundance of help received 
from all sides and gave thankg for 
the efforts put forth to 
save from 


death many unfortunate people ip 
central Europe and the near east. 


Turning to Russia he voiced anx- 


iety for the life of Archibshop Zep- 
liak, "who still suffers in fetters in 
his prison." But against these •reasons 
for sorrow there were to be put rea- 
sons for rejoicing, euch as the hold- 
ing of the- Eucharlstic 'Congresses in 
Paris and Geneva, the honors rend- 
ered at the sixth 
centenary of St. 


Thomas Aquinas, the commemoration 
of St. Josaphat and finally the visit 
to Rome of tlfe Spanish sovereigns 
"who during their entire sojourn in 
this eternal city, both in our pres- 
ence and before the Roman peon! 
grave1 the noblest testimony of their 
faith and their devof • to the apos- 
tolic see." 


The pontiff added that in the loy- 
alty of the sovereigns to the church 
it was "easy 
to recognize them as 


representing the Spanish nation, ,-=o 
faithful tp Christ and His Vicar." 


Pope Pius concluded by saying in 
addressing the Cardinals: 


'"We announce to you the good 


news that the questions of Ireland, 
which is so dear to our heart, are 
happily approaching settlement., TVe 
have comforting assurance of this in 
the recent pastoral letter of Cardin- 
al Logrue. while the latter news con- 
firms it."

, WASHINGTON', Dec. 20.—Sale of 


a number of government tracts and 
acquisition of new land is proposed 
in an omnibus bill prepared today by 
Representative Britten. Republican, 
Illinois, a member of the naval com- 
mittee, at the request of the Kavy 
Department. 


The measure would authorize ac- 


ceptance by the government of the 
5,340 acres offered by the City of Ala- 
meda, California, as a site for a navil 
base and also continued operation of 
ilare Island Navy Yard for ship 
building and fleet repair work. An ap- 
propriation of 
119,640,400 
for 
im- 


provements at Alameda and ?5,S37,- 
550 at Mare Island to be spread over 
twenty years would 'be- authorized. 


Referring to the proposed creation' 


of the Alameda base. Mr. Britten said 
that "all military experts agree that 
the Navy's greatest weakness is the 
'ack of a base on the Pacific coast," 
The director of the budget has de- 
clared, he added, that the bill is not 
In conflict with the financial program 
of the president. 


Establishment, of a naval air sta- 


tion at Sand Fomt. Washington, is 
proposed as is the purchase for $600,- 
000 of the town of "Quantico, Vir- 
ginia, as an addition to the Marine 
Corps camp there."

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.— Commit- 


ted to a program which calls for 
temporary shelving of the soldiers'

then adjournment until after

During the two 
weeks congressional.- recess, however, 
Chairman Green expects to have a 
sub-committee at -work on some of 
the technical features of the revenue 
bill. He estimates that on reassemb- 
ling: in January the committee will 
need about two weeks to wind up its 
work on the administrative 
features 


and will then be in position to decide
